EDITORIAL. 

The  Easter  term  has  this  year  been  marked  by  the  twenty-fifth 
anniversary  of  Dr.  Macdonald's  appointment  as  Headmaster  of  the 
College.  Elsewhere  in  this  issue  will  be  found  an  account  of  the  wax- 
in  which  the  event  was  remembered  and,  it  is  the  hope  of  the  school, 
has  been  made  memorable.  It  but  remains  for  The  Review  to  join  in 
extending  congratulations  to  the  Headmaster  and  to  echo  the  wish 
expressed  in  conclusion  of  the  address  tendered  him  on  the  occasion. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  portrait  of  Dr.  Macdonald,  by 
Mr.  Lawren  Harris,  is  reproduced  as  frontispiece  of  this  number. 

The  achievements  of  our  recent  Old  Boys  continue  to  make  the 
writing  of  Editorial  Comment  a  pleasure.  During  the  past  few  months 
Don  Carrick  has  been  making  history  for  us,  for  the  University  of  Toronto 
and  for  Canadian  athletics.  He  began  by  winning  the  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  pound  class  in  boxing  at  'Varsity  most  unusual  for  a 
freshman  and  continued  by  winning  the  Canadian  Intercollegiate  title 
at  that  weight.  However,  he  did  not  stop  there.  \\  hen  the  University 
team  went  to  West  Point  Academy,  the  R.M.C.  of  the  United  States, 
and  later  to  Annapolis  Naval  Academy,  on  both  occasions  Carrick 
defeated  his  opponent,  though  neither  had  previously  acknowledged  a 
conqueror. 

To  Carrick,  who  will  shortly  be  undergoing  the  gruelling  of  examina- 
tions, The  Review  extends  most  hearty  congratulation  and  its  best 
wishes  for  similar  successes  in  May,  as  well  as  his  accustomed  honours 
in  a  difficult  course,  at  University  College.  We  thank  him  for  his 
further  proof  of  the  fact  that  athletic  achievement  may  accompany 
sound  scholarship. 

We  have  much  to  be  proud  of  this  year.  Those  who  saw  the  Upper 
Canada-St.  Andrew's  football  game  last  autumn  left  the  grounds, 
feeling  that  they  would  not  for  some  time  again  witness  such  a  display 
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of  grit  and  tenacity.  The  hockey  season  has  been  the  most  successful 
since  1 904  from  the  standpoint  of  achievement.  From  the  standpoint 
of  pluck  and  persistence  it  has  been  the  most  successful  in  the  history 
of  the  school.  We  do  not  intend  to  go  ml(>  details.  The  Review 
wishes  merely  to  congratulate  the  players  and  to  assure  them  that  the 
whole  school  is  honoured  basking  in  their  reflected  glory.

DR.  MACDONALD'S  TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNIVERSARY 
AS   HEADMASTER 

On  February  the  first,  1900,  Dr.  Macdonald  assumed  the  duties  of 
Headmaster  of  St.  Andrew's  College  and  on  Friday,  January  the  thirtieth 
last  the  staff  and  boys  tendered  him  their  congratulations.  The  occasion 
was  taken  at  the  conclusion  of  Morning  Chapel  and  the  large  number  of 
Old  Boys  who  were  unofficially  present,  was  evidence  of  their  interets 
in  it. 

It  was  an  informal  gathering  and  the  speeches  were  of  an  intimate 
nature — reminiscence  and  appreciation  of  what  Dr.  Macdonald  has  done 
for  the  School,  both  those  who  compose  and  those  who  have  composed  it. 
Mr.  Robinson  spoke  first  and  then  Wood,  the  head  prefect,  read  an 
address  which,  on  behalf  of  the  School,  he  presented  to  Dr.  Macdonald. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  Sir  Joseph  Flavelle,  was 
unable  to  be  present  but  his  place  was  taken  by  Mr.  F.  A.  Rolph,  the 
Vice-Chairman.  Mr.  Edwin  Burns  as  president  spoke,  on  behalf  of  the 
Old  Boys'  Association,  and  Mr.  Harry  Housser  who  was  head  prefect 
when  Dr.  Macdonald  came  to  the  College.  But  it  was  not  until  Dr. 
Macdonald  replied  that  many  realized  to  what  an  extent  he  had  put  his 
life  in  to  the  School,  and  then  not  from  his  words  but  from  his  manner. 

In  appreciation,  the  boys,  members,  and  masters  of  the  present  school 
are  presenting  the  Headmaster  with  his  portrait.  The  portrait  which 
will  shortly  be  finished  and  formally  presented,  is  being  painted  by  an  Old 
Boy  of  the  College,  Mr.  Lawren  Harris,  one  of  Canada's  foremost 
artists. 

The  address  presented  by  the  School  and  read  by  Wood  was  as 
follows : 

THE  REVEREND  DONALD  BRUCE  MACDONALD  M.A.,  LL.D., 
HEADMASTER,  ST.  ANDREW'S  COLLEGE 

Sir: 

On  behalf  of  the  Boys,  Masters  and  Members  of  St.  Andrew's  College, 
on  this  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  your  Headmastership,  we  desire 
to  offer  our  warmest  congratulations  and  to  put  on  record  this  tribute 
of  esteem  and  regard  for  yourself.  We  are  impelled  by  the  memory  of 
the  splendid  achievements  of  St.  Andrew's  in  Scholarship  and  Sport 
through  a  long  period  of  years,  by  the  gallant  record  of  the  services  of 
Andreans  to  Canada  and  the  Empire  in  peace  and  war,  by  the  know- 
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ledge  that  you  have  played  a  foremost  part  not  only  as  Headmaster  of 
Si.  Andrew's,  but  in  the  administration  of  higher  education  in  the 
Province. 

Our  school  has  won  and  maintained  public  confidence  largely  because 
vim  have  been  her  Headmaster.  She  has  been  fostered  from  infancy  to 
maturity  by  your  energy  and  foresight.  You  have  moulded  and  inspired 
her  ideals  and  St.  Andrew's  College,  with  whose  fame  your  name  will 
always  continue  to  be  associated,  has  now  attained  an  enviable  and 
honourable  position. 

When  you  came  to  St.  Andrew's  for  the  first  time  on  February  1st. 
1900,  there  was  then  only  a  mere  handful  of  boys  and  it  may  truthfully 
be  asserted  that  nothing  except  a  beginning  had  as  yet  been  accomplished. 
Immediately  the  school  began  to  increase  and  within  a  short  time  there 
w.i-  expansion  in  all  directions.  At  the  end  of  six  years  Chestnut  Park 
was  abandoned  lor  the  present  building  in  Rosedale,  the  erection  of 
which  was  <]uv  to  your  unaided  efforts.  The  move  to  Rosedale  was  a 
triumph  that  should  not  be  obscured  by  tin-  necessity  which  arose  at  a 
Liter  date  of  securing  .mother  and  a  more  permanent  home. 

The  change  by  which  St.  Andrew's  College  ceased  to  be  the  property 
of  .1  Joint  Stock  Company  and  became  a  public  trust  u.i-  accomplished 
between  L906and  1914,  and  was  due  to  your  de-ire  to  give  to  St.  Andrew's 
.hi  established  permanence  among  the  boarding  schools  of  Canada. 

It  i-  impossible  not  to  dwell  briefly  upon  the  sad  but  glorious  years 
ot  the  War,  when  so  many  of  your  ( )ld  Boys  who  had  learned  to  play 
the  game  and  to  fighl  the  Good  Fighl  through  the  lessons  of  the  Campus 
and  the  Chapel  laid  down  their  lives  for  King  and  Country  in  response 
to  the  call  to  defend  t he  right.  Their  memory  is  an  imperishable  (  dory 
to  Si .  Andrew's. 

With  the  Great  War  came  the  removal  to  Knox  College,  when  the 
school  was  transplanted  bodily  from  it-  home,  and  returned  again  two 
liier  in  L920  to  it-  old  surroundings.    The  fact  thai  St.  Andrew's 
ives  and  even   flourished  amid  such   trying  experiences  is  another 
pioot  o   the  greal  gifts  of  her  Headmaster,  and  of  the  loyaltj  his  leader- 
ship inspired  in  his  Staff. 

Since  the  end  of  the  War  the  task  of  securing  a  new  site  and  raising 
a  building  fund  has  been  laid  upon  you,  in  addition  to  the  daily  routine 
ring  .in  overflowing  school,  and  a  large  measure  of  success 
ilready  <  rowned  your  efforts.

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Universities.  On  three  occasions  Old  Boys  have  won  the  Gold  Medal  in 
Medicine  in  McGill,  and  three  times  in  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the 
University  of  Toronto.  Old  Boys  have  headed  their  classes  at  the  Royal 
Military  College  and  have  carried  off  many  Scholarships  and  high  honours 
at  Matriculation  and  during  their  University  courses. 

In  all  some  2,225  boys  have  been  enrolled  in  St.  Andrew's,  and  among 
these,  in  additionto  those  who  have  won  Academic  and  Athletic 
distinctions,  are  many  who  occupy  high  positions  in  the  business 
world. 

In  Athletics  the  school  has  won  many  distinctions.  We  have  had 
our  full  share  of  victories  in  football,  hockey  and  cricket.  Our  Old  Boys 
have  won  triumphs  in  Canadian,  International  and  Olympic  competi- 
tions.We  have  had  success  in  fencing,  swimming,  boxing  and  golf.  The 
only  century  in  preparatory  school  cricket  in  Ontario  was  made  by  a 
St.  Andrew's  boy.  We  have  held  the  Little  Big  Four  football  champion- 
ship six  times  and  have  tied  twice.  A  list  of  those  who  have  won  Aca- 
demic or  Athletic  distinction  during  your  Headmastership  is  appended 
to  this  address. 

Perhaps  nothing  is  more  interesting  in  the  history  of  the  school 
than  the  fact  that  boys  have  come  here  from  all  parts  of  the  world, 
from  South  Africa,  Formosa,  China,  Japan,  many  countries  in  South 
America,  the  West  Indies,  Bermuda,  Mexico,  the  United  States  and 
from  every  province  of  the  Dominion.  There  has  been  no  more  striking 
testimonial  to  the  standing  of  the  school  and  the  worth  of  her  Head- 
master than  the  repeated  visits  of  His  Excellency,  Earl  Grey,  His  Royal 
Highness,  the  Duke  of  Connaught  and  His  Excellency,  the  Duke  of 
Devonshire  during  their  terms  as  Governors  General  of  Canada.  A 
signal  honour  was  accorded  to  you,  Sir,  and  to  St.  Andrew's  ,when  you 
were  elected,  the  first  Canadian  to  receive  that  honour,  a  member  of 
the  British  Council  of  Headmasters. 

In  offering  you  our  heartiest  congratulations  we  remember  that 
Mrs.  Macdonald  has  always  shared  your  interest  in  the  school  and  has 
worked  with  unfailing  diligence  for  the  welfare  of  all.  It  is  our  earnest 
desire  that  you  may  both  long  be  spared  to  watch  over  and  direct  this 
school  which  owes  so  much  to  you  as  Headmaster,  and  to  which  your 
unwearied  labours  have  added  so  much  honour.

We  knew  very 
well  that  they  were  al  the  bottom  of  it.  bul  we  couldn'l  lay  our  hands 
on  any  oi  them;  and  as  thej  were  all  pasl  masters  in  the  ar1  ol  disguising 
we  found  it  hard  to  warn  the  public  againsl  them,  as  we  were  never 
sure  whal  the)  would  be  turned  out  as  next.  They  did  not  work  together, 
bul  were  splil  up  inio  two  partnerships  each  with  his  particular  line 
ol  work.  Dleuits  and  Coburg,  both  Germans,  were  in  the  artistic  line 
ol  the  busine  rhej   obtained  cheap  prints  ol   famous  pictures     nol 

world  famous  ones  you  see,  bul  pictures  with  a  pretty  si  ill  price  attached 
to  them.     (  oburg,   who  had  once  been  an  artist,   touched   them   up  a 
l»ii  and  Dleuits  -old  them  as  the  genuine  article.     Morvitchi  and  Gold 
stein  ed   cruder   methods.     Morvitchi,    who   had    very   polished

'in.  who  broke  in  and  nabbed  them.     They  had  an

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agent  in  Chicago  who  sold  the  pictures  for  them  and  whom  we  knew 
nothing  about.  It  was  all  very  simple.  When  the  public  had  howled 
for  a  couple  of  weeks  the  captain  suddenly  came  to  life  and  decided  to 
nab  all  four  of  them;  and  whenever  he  starts  anything  he  usually  finishes 
it.  When  he  sent  for  Callahan  and  me  that  morning  we  knew  without 
asking  what  he  was  going  to  talk  to  us  about. 

Said  the  Captain:  "Boys,  I  do  not  want  to  say  any  more  about 
pictures  than  is  necessary.  I  know  it  is  a  painful  subject.  But  I  think 
we  have  a  chance  to  get  Dleuits  and  Coburg.  You  heard,  I  suppose, 
that  Morvitchi  and  Goldstein  have  stolen  the  'Maestro,'  one  of  Rosseo's 
most  important  works  from  Stanner,  the  big  oil  man  on  Fifth  Avenue." 
We  nodded.  "I  heard  in  a  roundabout  way  that  at  the  present  moment 
Dleuits  and  Coburg  are  working  on  a  print  of  the  'Maestro.'  Of  course 
once  the  scare  went  out  they  had  to  get  rid  of  their  copy.  They  h  :-e 
placed  it  with  Moses." 

Just  a  word  before  I  go  on  with  the  Captain's  speech.  Moses 
ostensibly  keeps  a  pawn  shop  in  the  Bowery,  really  it  is  a  great  criminal 
clearing  house.  There  are  many  little  sneak  thieves  who  pawn  their 
hauls  at  Moses',  keep  them  there  until  the  police  have  forgotten  about 
them,  and  then  redeem  them.  Occasionally,  however,  something  really 
big  drifts  into  Moses'  hands  and  then  he  promptly  notifies  the  police. 
He  is  thus  very  useful  to  us,  and  in  return  we  overlook  the  little 
villainies  he  commits  now  and  then. 

"I  also  heard,"  went  on  the  Captain,  "that  Coburg  has  become 
nervous  about  it,  and  this  afternoon  he  and  Dleuits  are  going  down  to 
destroy  it.  I  hastened  down  to  Moses'  at  once  and  he  brought  the 
picture  down  and  showed  it  to  me.  Now  this  is  what  I  want  you  to 
do.  This  afternoon  you  two  will  come  down  to  Moses'  with  me.  We 
won't  all  go  in.  It  isn't  good  for  Moses  to  have  too  many  of  us  around 
his  shop.  Hanney,  you  will  slip  in,  tell  Moses  what  you  want,  go  upstairs 
you  know  the  room  where  he  keeps  his  stuff;  get  the  print  of  the 
Maestro'  -you  cannot  miss  it."  He  gave  me  a  short  description  of  it. 
"Bring  it  down  to  us — Callahan  and  I  will  be  wailing  for  you  outside. 
Go  back  again,  nab  Dleuits  and  Coburg  when  they  come  up,  and  call, 
for  us.  If  we  leave  the  picture  up  there  they  will  pretend  not  to 
recognize  it.  and  Moses  will  not  be  able  to  identify  them,  as  so  many 
crooks  come  to  his  shop;  but  if  we  can  produce  the  evidence  they  will 
see  the  game  is  up.     Two  o'clock  sharp,  then.     All  right." 

Well,  it  sounded  good  enough,  Callahan  and  I  both  agreed  on  that 
point.  How  it  was  going  to  work  we  could  not  say.  We  met  outside 
at  the  appointed  hour  and  I  went  in,  explained  matters  to  Moses,  and 
hustled  upstairs.  I  entered  what  Moses  calls  his  store-room  and  found  the 
fake  picture  but,  believe  you  me,  there  was  not  one  but  two  prints  of  the 
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"Maestro."  They  were  not  together,  they  were  in  different  parts  of  the 
room,  but  they  were  from  the  same  picture,  that  was  clear  evidently. 
Dleuit-  and  Co.,  with  more  nerve  than  I  had  given  them  credit  for,  were 
going  to  sell  one  "Maestro"  in  New  Vork  and  another  elsewhere. 
perhaps  in  Chicago,  when  Morvitchi  and  Goldstein  upset  their  little 
game. 

I  decided  that  one  print  would  be  ample  evidence,  so  I  took  one  of 
the  "Maestros,"  hustled  down,  gave  it  to  the  Captain,  and  returned 
without  mentioning  the  second  picture  to  him.  I  went  back  to  the 
store-room.  While  waiting  there  I  took  another  look  at  the  second 
"Maestro"  and  began  to  wonder  whether  I  shouldn't  have  mentioned 
it  to  tin  Captain.  Then  I  heard  someone  on  the  stairs.  I  turned  round 
all  set  to  receive  our  friends,  Dleuits  and  Coburg,  and  in  walked  Mor- 
vitchi and  Goldstein,  about  the  last  people  in  the  world  I  expected  to 
meet.  I  was  so  dumbfounded  that  for  a  moment  I  couldn't  speak  or 
move,  .uid  ( Goldstein,  who  can  work  quickly,  believe  me,  took  advantage 
of  the  fact.  He  tackled  me  in  front.  Morvitchi  behind,  between  them 
they  tripped  me  up,  and  I  hit  my  head  on  the  corner  of  a  table  as  I  went 
over  and  was  dead  out  for  a  few  minutes.  When  I  came  to  I  was  lying 
on  the  floor,  bound  and  gagged,  and  Morvitchi  was  just  starting  to  talk 
to  me.  That  was  Morvitchi's  crowning  fault — talk.  He  spoke  excellent 
English  for  a  Russian,  better  than  I  do  myself,  and  so  he  was  never 
happy  unless  he  was  gabbing.

I  am  sure  there  is  no  other  language  on  earth  in  which  the  alphabet 
has  been  arranged  into  a  melodious  song.  We  have  in  our  Japanese 
language,  however,  such  an  arrangement.  About  a  thousand  years  ago, 
when  the  centre  of  civilization  was  in  China  and  the  religion  of  Buddha 
was  first  introduced  into  Japan,  there  was  a  Buddhist  scholar,  Kobo. 
He  cast  the  syllabary  into  an  exquisite  song.  His  arrangement  is  not 
mere  jingle.     It  is  fraught  with  profound  thought  and  feeling. 

Some  years  ago,  I  remember,  one  of  the  daily  journals  in  Tokyo  held 
a  competition  for  modern  attempts  to  duplicate  the  achievement  of  the 
ancient  poet.  A  great  number  of  people  took  part  in  this,  but  of  their 
efforts  none  was  considered  to  even  approach  the  excellence  of  Kobo's 
work. 

What  an  admirable  genius!     He  rendered  the  forty-seven  syllables 
in  our  language  into  one  song,  without  omitting  or  repeating  a  single 
one.     The  name  of  his  song  is  Iroha.     Unfortunately  it  has  become  too 
common  among  us  nowadays.     It  is  even  lisped  by  kindergarten  children, 
and  we  are  apt  in  consequence  to  neglect  its  remarkable  poetical  signi- 
ficance.    I,  for  my  part,  did  not  know  it  was  a  song  until  in  recent  years, 
because  I  had  memorized  it  as  a  child  without  making  the  proper  breaks. 
The  fate  which  overtook  the  works  of  a  still  older  poet  has  befallen  the 
Iroha  song,  and  Roman  Horace,  who  prayed  that  it  might  not  be  so, 
has  become  to  English-speaking  boys  what  Kobo  is  to  children  in  Japan. 
Here  is  the  Iroha  song  in  Japanese: 
Iroha  nihohe  to 
Chiri  nuruwo 
Wakayo  tareso 

Tsune  naramu 
Uwi  no  okuyama 

Kefu  koete 
Asahi  Yumemishi 
Khimo  sesu. 
This  song  has  been  translated  into  English  by  one  of  the  professors 
of  the  University  as  follows: 

Fragrant  are  the  flowers'  hues, 
Yet  too  soon  blown  away;

Unchanging  be  alway? 
Erewhile  I  trod  the  trackless  fields

This  game,  besides  creating  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  local  circles, 
had  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  game  of  its  kind  in  Toronto,  in 
which  two  referees  were  used  at  once.     This  was  absolutely  necessary

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as  both  teams  pul  all  that  they  had  into  the  gruelling  contest,  and  a 
brand  of  hockey  seldom  seen  in  professional  tilts  resulted.  The  game 
was  ably  handled  by  Mr.  Harry  Watson  and  Mr.  Lou  Marsh,  who  kept 
complete  order,  although  they  handed  out  several  minor  and  ten  major 
penalties.

On  Saturday,  February  28,  at  about  nine-twenty  in  the  evening,  a 
very  severe  earthquake  was  registered  by  all  the  seismographs  at  the 
various  observatories  along  the  Eastern  coast  of  Canada  and  northern 
United  States. 

There  were  several  shocks  altogether  but  neither  the  second  nor  third 
was  as  violent  as  the  first,  during  which  buildings  were  shaken  and 
panic  ensued.  This  first  shock  was  general  throughout  the  city,  and  a 
number  of  people  fainted,  while  some  of  them  believed  the  end  of  the 
world  had  come. 

Quebec  City  seems  to  have  suffered  more  damage  than  any  other 
place  in  the  entire  area  of  the  quake.  The  roof  of  the  Union  Station 
there  was  cracked.  This  is  the  largest  station  in  the  city  and  the 
accident  will  probably  prove  costly.  If  only  this  had  happened  to  our 
Union  Station  then  maybe  the  City  Council  would  have  been  moved  to 
action. 

The  range  of  the  earthquake  was  from  Washington  in  the  south  all 
along  the  Atlantic  sea-board  and  as  far  west  as  the  head  of  the  Great 
Lakes.  Considering  the  severeness  of  the  shock,  little  damage  was 
done,  although  in  Saint  James'  Cathedral,  Montreal,  the  oil  feed  pipe 
of  the  furnace  was  fractured,  resulting  in  a  fire  which  drove  the  wor- 
shippers from  that  church  and  caused  damage  estimated  at  $10,000. 

Many  people  assert  that  they  didn't  feel  the  movement  at  all.  This 
is  easily  possible  depending  largely  on  what  each  individual  was  doing 
at  the  time  of  the  occurrence.  In  many  of  the  theatres,  as  in  all  big 
buildings,  it  was  generally  felt  and  that  was  where  most  of  the  panic 
began. 

I  was  playing  bridge  at  the  time  of  the  earthquake  and  when  I  saw 
the  table  shake  I  concluded   that    I    must  be  getting  dizzy  because  it 
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the  first  time  I  had  been  up  after  having  the  grippe.  I  was  just 
going  to  shape  thi>  feeling  into  an  excuse  for  not  going  to  school  on 
Monday  when  somebody  suddenly  exclaimed.  "This  house  is  shaking." 
Thus  were  my  prospects  shattered. 

\ii\  little  is  known  about  tin-  origin  of  earthquakes  although 
scientists,  of  course,  advance  theories  which  they  thrust  upon  a  believing 
populace  a-  marvellous  discoveries.  Some  of  the  experts  say  that  the 
recenl  quake  originated  in  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  and  others  state  that 
it  had  it-  beginning  .it  the  mouth  of  the  Saguenay  River.  Will  the 
time  ever  come  when  they  can  predict  earthquakes  as  well  as  eclipses? 

11*2.")  certainly  has  been  an  eventful  year  so  far;  an  eclipse  in  January 
and  an  earthquake  in  February.  Wither  of  these  two  things  has  quite 
lived  up  t<>  my  expectations,  but  I  wonder  what  March  will  bring?

A  REVOLUTION  IN  BRAZIL 

I  was  in  Brazil,  South  America,  during  the  revolution  they  had  there 
recently  and  I  saw  some  of  the  damage  that  was  done. 

The  revolution  began  by  the  Brazilian  Army  revolting  and,  as  they 
were  well  armed,  it  seemed  for  a  time  as  if  they  would  get  what  they 
wanted,  and  what  they  wanted  was  higher  pay  and  a  new  president. 

The  rebels  had  their  headquarters  in  Sao  Paulo  and  that  was  where 
most  of  the  damage  was  done. 

There  still  remained  to  the  government  a  large  number  of  loyal 
troops,  and  these  were  sent  against  Sao  Paulo  but,  as  the  government 
was  afraid  of  the  loyal  troops  revolting  also,  they  just  had  them  remain 
at  a  distance  and  fire  high-powered  guns  at  the  city  and,  as  Brazilian 
troops  are  very  poor  marksmen,  and  as  they  did  not  try  to  aim,  they 
just  shot  a  great  number  of  shells  into  the  city  at  random. 

One  of  the  shells  struck  a  water  tower  and  it  spouted  water  for  three 
days  before  it  could  be  repaired.  Another  one  ripped  the  whole  front 
off  a  building  and  every  few  feet  along  the  street  you  would  see  bullet 
holes  in  the  shop  windows  and  the  plaster  on  the  outside  of  the  houses 
spattered  with  bullet  holes. 

The  rebels,  in  order  to  be  more  sure  of  success,  hired  three  hundred 
German  army  officers  and  men  who  had  just  come  over  from  Germany 
by  promising  them  an  acre  of  land  and  a  cow;  but  all  they  really  got 
was  a  plot  of  ground  their  own  length  and  six  feet  deep  because,  when  the 
Federals  got  into  the  city,  they  lined  the  whole  three  hundred  of  them  up 
and  shot  them. 

What  was  supposed  to  be  a  retreat  from  the  city  was  the  rebels  and 
the  government  coming  to  an  agreement  to  let  the  rebels  out  of  the  city 
in  safety,  so  the  rebels  captured  a  railroad  and  took  all  their  men,  guns 
and  ammunition.  The  rebels  offered  to  take  the  Germans  out  of  the 
city  with  them,  but  they  would  not  come,  thinking  they  were  perfectly 
safe. 

A  great  deal  of  damage  was  done  outside  the  city.  A  great  main- 
warehouses  were  shelled  and  then  burned  and  I  saw  a  solid  brick  wall 
with  shell  holes  every  few  feet  along  it.  The  streets  in  the  city  were  all 
torn  up  to  make  entrenchments  and  the  president  offered  to  resign  it  it 
would  do  any  good,  but  his  Cabinet  would  not  let  him,  thinking  it  a 
sign  of  weakness  in  the  country.  He  also  had  guards  posted  around  his 
palace  and  kept  the  steam  up  in  his  private  yacht  in  case  he  should  be 
forced  hurriedly  to  leave  Brazil.

'«'  a  In.'  •    ol  old  St.  Andrews  College  friends,  and  many  who 

learned  to  love  the  unselfish,  upright,  steady  boy  .it   school  will  learn 
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with  grief  that  his  days  on  earth  have  been  so  few,  and  will  join  with  the 
Review  in  extending  heartfelt  sympathy  to  his  parents  and  older 
brother,  who,  too,  made  many  friends  while  at  the  school. 

Feter  Douglas  McIntosh  was  born  in  Toronto  on  August  2nd, 
1894.  He  came  up  to  St.  Andrew's  College  in  September,  1909,  from 
the  Model  School,  and  entered  form  I II A.  His  promotions  were  obtained 
with  regularity,  Mcintosh  always  standing  head  of  his  Form.  In  June, 
1913,  he  matriculated  into  the  University  of  Toronto,  being  awarded  the 
Chairman's  Gold  Medal  and  the  Lieut.  Governor's  Silver  Medal.  His 
University  course  gave  evidence  of  the  unusual  promise  of  his  school 
years.  In  1915  it  was  interrupted  through  his  volunteering  for  Overseas 
Service.  He  went  to  France  as  Machine  Gun  Officer  with  the  127th 
Battalion,  and  in  1917  joined  the  Royal  Flying  Corps.  In  November  of 
that  year  he  was  invalided  home  wounded,  and  later  returned  overseas  for 
further  service.  In  June,  1921,  he  obtained  his  Degree  in  Medicine  at 
Toronto,  and  later  practised  his  profession  in  Kitchener.  In  December, 
1921,  he  was  married  in  Manchester,  England,  to  Miss  Maclennan  of 
Toronto.  His  old  wound  left  a  train  of  suffering,  and  he  was  several 
times  compelled  to  go  into  the  hospital.  In  February  of  this  year  it 
was  necessary  for  him  to  go  into  the  hospital  again,  and  in  the  middle 
of  March  he  was  taken  to  Rochester  to  undergo  an  operation  in  the 
hope  that  his  life  might  be  saved.  Unhappily  it  was  not  to  be  and  he 
finally  succumbed  on  March  22nd,  1925. 

Douglas  Mcintosh  was  a  popular  boy  at  school,  always  playing  his 
games  with  the  other  boys  and  taking  an  interest  in  the  school  activities, 
while  at  the  same  time  he  gave  evidence  of  being  a  brilliant  student. 
The  promise  of  performance  was  being  fulfilled  in  the  practice  of  his 
profession,  and  his  death  is  an  undoubted  loss  to  the  community  of 
Kitchener,  as  well  as  to  the  profession  of  Medicine.  To  his  parents, 
brother  and  wife  and  child,  the  Review,  on  behalf  of  Andreans  past  and 
present,  extends  sincere  sympathy.

Saturday,  March  21.  1925,  the  dull  monotony  of  our  cheerful  lives 
was  pleasantly  broken  by  an  enjoyable  "The  Dansant"  held  at  the 
school.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Macdonald  received  at  the  door  of  the  Assembly 
Hall,  and  Mrs.  Montgomery  and  Miss  Devigne  served  tea  in  the  dining 
hall. 

Though  the  dance  was  supposed  to  start  at  4  o'clock,  everyone, 
naturally,  wishing  to  avoid  that  embarrassing  "first  arrival  feeling"  and 
to  be-  socially  correct  came  late.  To  say  that  the  dance  was  a  success  is 
needless,  for  even  the  rain  failed  to  dampen  any  one's  spirits  (the  mental 
kind),  but  served  only  to  bring  out  the  loveliest  of  Spring  flowers  and 
"In  the  Spring  a  Young  Man's  Fancy  Lightly  Turns  to  Love."  The 
music,  which  was  provided  by  Mr.  Burton  Till 's  orchestra,  may  have 
been  one  cause  of  the  success,  but  then  our  two  enterprising  young 
lads,  Wood  and  Russell,  did  a  lot  of  quiet  work  behind  the  scenes. 

Monday,  March  23rd,  1925,  Dr.  Macdonald  introduced  the  Rev. 
M .  P.  G.  Leonard,  D.S.O.,  of  Toc.H.  He  spoke  to  us  of  the  origin  and 
aims  ol  Toc.H.,  which  originated  during  the  w.ir  and  has  since  become  a 
nation-wide  fraternity,  embracing  all  classes,  high  and  low.  Its  object 
was  to  carry  OUl  the  ideals  for  which  we  fought  during  the  war  and  to 
pul  into  everyday  practical  use  Christ's  saying  of  "Love  thy  neighbour 
as  thyself.*'  I  !<•  related  many  stories  thai  demonstrated  to  us  the  great 
unselfishness  ol  I  hose  w  ho  belonged  to  Toc.H.,  and  the  spirit  which  the\ 
pul  into  their  work.  The  applause  coming  at  the  conclusion  of  his 
speech  was  only  a  fainl  sign  of  how  interested  the  boys  had  been  in 
uli.ii  he  had  to  tell  them.
